THE FIRST BULLET MISSED AND

The man whose body was found at 10 
o'clock Wednesday night at Eleventh street 
and Broadway, East St, Janis, with a 
bullet hole through his head, was Philip 
Wuertle of 2401 De Kalb street, St. Lowis.

Wuertle Myed with hi& brother-in-law, 

John Grahmm, at the funther given. He 
disappeared four days ago. He was in bad 
health, and. d@d° geveral times intimated 
that he might ‘kill himself. 
_A¥ 10 o'clock Wednesday night George 
Klute and Miss Maud Woods were sitting 
on @ bridge=a short distance south of 
Broadway talking, when they heard a shot 
toward Broadway. 


CLUTCHED REVOLVER. 

They looked in that direction, and an in- 
stant later saw a flash and heard another 
shot. 

In the momentary flash of the revolver 
they saw a man reclining against a tele- 
graph pole about 20 yards from them. 

Klute ran and told Frank Wbods, the 
father wf Miss Woods, who lives neer by, 
and they’ Went to the spot, Several others 
gathered. 

They were at first afraid to approach 
near, as they did not know whether the 
man who was lying against the telegraph 
pole was dead, and they feared that he 
might shoot again. 

Mr. Woods crept up and seized the wrist 

of the man, in which the revolver was 
clutched, and wrenched the revolver away. 
He then saw that the man was dead and 
laid the revolver on the ground beside 
him. 
Offiter Louis Edwards was notified, and 
he went to the spot and called an ambu- 
lance, and the body was taken to the 
tenner & Brichler undertaking establish- 
ment.

CARD BORE NAME. 

A card was found in the man's pocket 
with the name of Louis Zelazo of 4835 Del- 
mar printed on it and the name of Edward 
A. Leibengut written on it. The police no- 
tified Zelazo, and he went to East St. Louis 
and identified the corpse as that of Wuertile. 
Leibengut attended the inquest and further 
identified the deceased. He stated that 11 
health was the only cause he knew for the 
man’s act. A yerdict of suicide was ren- 
dered. 

Wuertle was 32 years old and unmarried. 
The fact that the bullet wound found in 
the head was not powder burned led to a 
supposition at first that he might have been 
murdered, but after an investigation it was 
concluded that he held the revolver at some 
distance from his head and missed the first 
shot.

OPERATORS ARE FEELING GOOD. 


‘Government Report Indicates That the 
Yield Will Exceed Last Season’s 
by Over 1,000,000,000 
Bushels. —

ment crop report indicates that the produc- 
tion of corn this year will approximate 
2,589,000,000 bushels. 

The crop last year was 1,522,000,000. 

The railroad operators are feeling good 
over this year’s prospects. When there is 
plenty of grain for them to carry, they 
are prosperous. This will certainly be a 
great year for the grain carriers. 

The corn crop is usually nearly three 
times as large as the wheat crop, and is, 
therefore, the most important crop in the 
country. 

That the roads in the corn belt were able 
last year to show enormous increase in 
earnings, such as $4,800,000 by the Santa Fe, 
$3,400,000 by the Burlington and $3,700,000 by 
the Union Pacific, is due to the unprece- 
dented prosperity of the West. The growth 
in the tonnage of manufactures and of mer- 
chandise more than offset the losses in corn. 

The preportion of corn tonnage to total 
tonnage is published by most of the roads 
in the corn belt. The reports of the Union 
Pacific and of the Burlington do not give 


these figures, but they bear some propor- 
tion to those of the other roads:

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LETTER FOUND IN A BOTTLE 


Wail of a Mother Whose Son Was 
Drowned at Huntsdale Two 
Years Ago. 


As pathetic a letter as ever was written 


was found in a bottle floating in the Miss- 
anal river by Owen Maloney of 1948 North 
Ninth street, Tuesday, July 15. It had been 
afloat for more than a year. 

Young Maloney was swimming in the 
river at the foot of Madison street when a 
small bottle came bobbing down the stream 
toward him. When it came withn reach he 
seized it and saw that it was corked and 
that there was a piece of paper in it. 

He took the bottle home and his mother 
broke it and took out the paper. It was a 
piteous wail from a mother bereft of her 
son by the waters of the treacherous Mis- 
souril. She had-cast it into the river, hop- 
ing that it might journey on, and perhaps 
rest near the body of her drowned boy, or 
that it would reach the hands of someone 
who might Have found him. 

All she wanted to know was that her son's 
body was at rest, and that it was not being 
buffet about by the waters that had killed 


him. 

The letter that was found in the bottle 
was sent to the Post-Dispatch by Mrs. Ma- 
loney, and is ag follows: 

HUNTSVILLE, April 21, 1901. 

On the 10th day of last June, almost a year ago, 
Elmer Coleman, aged 22 years, was drowned tn 
the Missouri river while swimming. His body 
was not found. 

I write thie hoping some one will find it who 
knows of a body being found between Huntsdale 
and St. Louis eince that date that was not iden- 
tified. If so, will they be so kind as to write to 
me and let me know? I cannot help thinking that 
his body has been found somewhere, and that we 
have not heard of it. It would bring me more 
happiness to know that Elmer's body had been 
found anid to know where he rests than to have all 
the riches on earth. I hepe this will bring some 
tidings of my dear boy. 

I hope this will bring me the news I have prayed 
for for weeks, to hear that he has been found, 
and where. 

I will cast this into the river. It 
found and i: may not. 

Elmer Coleman was drowned in the Miasouri 
river while swimming, June 10, 1900. His age 
was 22 years.

SHEEP RANCHES TERRORIZED 


Masked Mob Forced Them to Abandon 
Flocks Which Were Scattered 
in the Mountains. 


LANDER, Wryo., July &.—It is ‘learned 
that, in allition to killing a Mexican sheep- 
herder named Sam Galaxea, and slaughter- 
ing several thousand sheep, a band of 150 
masked men surrounded all the sheep Camps 
and forced the sheepmen to abandon their 


flocks. 

After killing one herd, numbering some 
2000 sheep, 25 other herds. amounting to 
about 65.000 sheep, were driven into the 
mountains and lett to shift for themselves. 

The sheepmen have been threatened with 
instant death if they go after their flocks. 


The sheep are now the prey of wild animals, 
and, if they escape this death, the loss will 
be very heavy, as they are nearly all ewes 
and lambs. 

The scene of the lawlessness is 115 miles 
west of Lander, in Fremont County. The 
sheriff is powerless, and the militia may be 
called out to protect the sheepmen.

During that period the city has uselessly expended for salaries and expenses of 
milk inspectors, $40,000. 

There is no statue nor opdinance to punish dealers selling diluted or poisonous 
milk. 

The Board of Health, the superintendent of the Poorhouse and City Hospital, 
Geclare that irresponsible dairymen have made a practice of selling impure milk. 

As a result of an inquiry recently instituted the supply of milk at the City 
Hospital and Poorhouse was discontinued until conditions were bettered. 

Under present conditions the office of milk inspector is a mere political 
“graft.”’

ARY OF $1235 A MONTH.

CHICAGO, July 24.—American financiers 
are planning an international bank with 
headquarters in New York and branches 
in Chicago, St. Louis, San Francisco, City 
of Mexico, Havana, Rio Janeiro and 
Buenos Ayres. The institution will be 
known as-the First International Bank of 
North America. Its capital will be $5,000,- 
000. The promoters, it is asserted, include 
over two score millionaires. The nucleus 
of this colossal enterprise is already in ex- 
istence under the name of the Mexican | 
Trust Co. Bank, which has been in oper- 
ation in the City of Mexico for one year. 

When it was established the Mexican 
Trust Co. Bank was capitalized at $1,000,000. | 
This capital was recently increased to $6,- | 
000,000, which, it is thought, is sufficient for 
the transaction of business in the four 
Latin-American republics. Branch institu- 
tions in the United States will not be 
opened until the banks in Havana, Rio 
Janeiro and Buenos Ayres are in operation. 

President W. H. Hunt of the Mexican 
Trust Co. Bank is in Chicago on his way 
to New York. He said at the Auditorium 
Annex that the name of the Institution 
would be changed at once to the First In- 
ternational Bank of America, and that a 
Havana branch would be opened within a 
few months. The bank already has several 
branches in the Mexican republic,

THE IRON CROWN OF LOMBARDY
